CONTRACT COMPLETED

Tor the past five yeare the Borough of Dun 
Laoghaire has provided its public lighting ser- 
vice under a contract with the Klectricrty 
Supply Board, implemented shortly after the 
creation of the Lorough. During the tenor 
of this contract an extraordinary increase in 
the demand for adequate street lighting was 
noticeable. This, of course, was almost en- 
tirely due to the many new suburban roads 
opened up as a result of the Corporation’s 
and the private builders’ housing activites. 
It was, therefore, felt destrable that before 
the expiry of the old contract with the Elec- 
tricity Supply Board a thorough examina- 
tion of the public lighting system be made, 
and after a careful detailed survey of all 
roads in the area by the Corporation’s and 
the Board’s engineers, a new system has 
been implemented which, the Council feel 
confident, will give the utmost satisfaction 
both to their own ratepayers and to the 
public in general who use the roads of the 
district. : 

The Council, after having considered the 

sition, have decided on a ten-year contract 

etween the Borough Coroporation and the 
Board, .which, briefly, provides for the erec- 
tion, lighting and maintenance of 63 500- 
watt lamps, 612 300-watt lamps, and 1,363 
200-watt lamps—totalling 2.038 lamps. Ap- 
proximately 50 of these lamps, situated at the 
principal points and crossings, will be light- 
ing from dusk to dawn, and the remainder 
from dusk to midnight. 

Wotable features include the provision of 
19 special lanterns on concrete standards 
along the sea front, to harmonse with the 
special Hast Pier lighting; 15 similar lanterns 
on the present steel poles along Scotsman’s 
Bay; the lighting of the entire tram line 
with 300-watt lamps in pairs in each trampole ; 
providing a lamp oh each k.S.B. ser- 
vice pole on the principal routes and 
on every second pole on other routes. In 
short, the main traffic routes and sea front 
will be entirely illuminated, the principal 
roads leading from these will have a lamp 
every 40 yards, and every other road will have 
a lamp for each 80 yards. Provision has been 
made for such extensions of the new system 
as may, from time to time, be necessary. 

It will, therefore, be seen that in making 
this contract the Borough Council, while 
firstly providing efficient lighting for the 
ratepayers, have had full regard to the sefety 
of all road users. Pbhoper lighting of main

Arrangements were discussed for the con- 
struction of an adjustable Neon sign in order 
to extend the Bcope of the Association 's pro- 
paganda work for Irish industry.

It will be an illustration of the 
technical progress made in Neon sign con- 
struction. 

The Council. discussed at length the recent 
report of the National University Appoint- 
ments Committee, in which it was noted that 
out of 228 professional positions made avail- 
able during the year ending May, 1936, only 
98 were filled.

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JURY SYSTEM 
CHALLENGED 


ITALO-GERMAN 
CO-OPERATION

R. JUSTICE HANNA has returned 
M from the International Congress of 
Comparative Law gl at the Peace 
Palace, The Hague, by thé courtesy of the 
Government of the Netherlands. A message 
of welcome was received from the Queen of 
the Netherlands, and was much appreciated. 
Mr. Justice Hanna was one of the Presidents 
of the Section on Criminal and Penal Law. 
The delegates from other countries included 
many eminent continental jurists, the most 
distinguished of whom were M. D’Aloisi, 
President of the Court of Cassation, Rome; 
His Excellency M. Pella, Professor of La 
at the University of Bucharest, and at present 
Rumanian Ambassador to the Government of 
the Netherlands; M. Calyanni, of the 
Undwarsity| of Paris, and representing the 
Government of Greece on the Permanent 
Court of International Justice at The Hague; 
Professor Donnedieu de Vabres, Professor of 
Law at the University of Paris; Sir Herbert 
du Pareq, Justice of the King’s Bench 
Division of the High Court of Justice, 
London: Professor Dahm, Professor of Law at 
the University of Kiel (the leader of the 
German delegation), and M. Sassebras, a dis- 
tinguished Belgian advocate from Brussels. 

Speaking to a representative of the Jrish 
Times yesterday, Mr. Justice Hanna said: 
“The most striking contributions at the 
meeting of the entire delegates, at the open- 
ing and closing ceremonies, were those of Lord 
MacMillan, of the House of Lords, on 
‘ Toleration, from the International Stand- 

int,’ and of Dean Wigmore, of the North- 

estern University, Chicago, one of 
America’s most learned and cultured lawyers, 
on the benefits of a Congress of such diversi- 
fied opinions, in stimulating toleration in 
debate and fraternisation among the lawyers 
of different nations. 

* At the closing ceremony a notable con 
tribution was made by Monsignor Romani, a 
distinguished member of the Ecclesiastical 
Court of the Vatican, who, wearing his 
scarlet robes, delivered a brilliant address in 
Latin, pointing out that the Church had 
already solved many of the questions which 
had been under consideration at the Congress, 
and that guidance might be obtained from 
ecclesiastical sources. 


TRIAL BY JURY 


“By reason of different national 
rejudices and views,” proceeded Mr. 
ustice Hanna, ‘some of the subjects dis- 
cussed in the Section of Criminal and Penal 
Law produced a very keen debate, conducted 
with great dialectical skill and legal know- 
ledge. The two subjects in which this was 
evident were the proposition as to the aboli- 
tion of the jury in criminal cases (propounded 
by the Italian delegation) and that put. for- 
ward by the German -delegation as to the 
abolition of the general rule of law that every 
crime and punishment must have a legal 
basis. On the question of trial -bv jury the 
Italian delegation proposed that the system 
known as ‘‘l’echevinage’’ should be sub- 
stituted—that is, a judge or judges acting 
along with lay assessors appointed by the 
Minister of Justice. The Germans supported 
this proposition, but it was defeated in this 
form by the opposition of the French and 
Belgien members with the assistance of Mr. 
Justice da Parcq and myself. 7

rule that there should be no crime without a 
law was put forward with great force and 
ability by Professor Tfahm, who advocated 
that recognition should given to the fact 
that there may be acts contrary to the social 
feeling of the community which no law could 
reach, and that it should be permitted to the

REARMAMENT HELPS 


-“ 


A well-known English economist says :—~ 


“Since 1931 the National Government has 
introduced marketing schemes, tariffs, sub- 
sidies and quotas in an effort to-help agri- 
culture. It has done everything which a 
Conservative couid think of doing. Yet I 
and most of those farmers I know were little 
better off in 1935 than before all this legisla- 
tion was passed, The price of milk had 
been maintained to the consumer, but the 
price to the farmer was falling owing to the 
resence of a growing surplus sold at a loss. 
inder the. bacon money was being 
lost by most farmers, so that finally they 
refused to contract, and the pig population 
began to decline once more. Even sugar beet, 
though highly profitable to the shareholder 
in the factory, has not yielded a reasonable 
return to the farmer, for whose benefit the 
scheme is supposed to be. Corn was no 
better than it had been. The market for 
vegetables remained glutted, so that it was 
still quite common to receive back nothing 
when they were sent to market. : 
after four years of Conservative help The 
average farmer had received no benefit, his 
financial position was not improved. But he 
found himself bound by red-tape.. He may 
not increase his potato acreage; if he does 
he is fined. He may not sell milk to his 
neighbours except at a price which they can- 
not afford. He receives forms which it would 


take a good lawyer to unravel. 


REARMAMENT 


But to-day, especialiv in the last few 
months, the position of agriculture has 
‘mnroved, The quantity of  eurnlus 
milk is falling, prices are múch better, 
and there is a ready market for fruit 
and vegetables). Why? The _ general 
world. revival started in 1933, but the 
improvement for agriculture dates only 
from 1936. The answer is, simply; 
rearmament, ‘hat has brought work to the 
depressed areas, increased the purchasing 
ba of the wcrkers in those areas, and so 
1as given to agriculture a larger merket. In 
fact. rearmament has had exactly the effect 
which Liberals predicted that a great pro- 
gramme of public works would have. It has 
done more for agriculture than all the special 
legislation introduced by the Conservatives. 
If the Liberal programme had been adopted 
in 1931 we could have had ‘this improvement 
four years earlier, and the expensive subsidies 
and schemes would have been unnecessary. 

“In general. the market for agriculture 
must be found in the towns. lf the working- 
classes are prosperous, agriculture does not 
lack a market. When a family is living on 
the dole it huys a very small joint of 
Argentine beef and tinned milk from Den- 


‘mark; it does not buy fresh vegetables at all. 


But when it gets a wage it starts buying 
what is grown in England.

A Post Office telephone. service 
was inaugurated to-day by Sir Walter 
J. Womersiey, M.P., Assistant Post- 
master-General, when he formally 
opened the nine-channel wultra-short 
wave radio circuit for wireless tele- 
phone communication between Bel: 
fast and Stranraer, to link up with 
the telephone system in.” Great 
Britain. 

This marks the conclusion of a period 
of intensive research and experimental 
work in the laboratories both of the 
British Post Office and Standard Telc- 
phones and Cables, Ltd., which supplied 
the equipment, 

Nine conversations can be carried simul- 
taneously by means of one radio carricr 
wave. For the nine channels there is only 
one transmitting and one receiving equip- 
ment, each with its own aerial system, 
whereas, with the previous installation six 
transmitters and six receivers, each with 
their own aerial systems, were necessary. 


BALLYGOMARTIN STATION 


By this system telephone messages are 
conveyed from the Belfast Telephone Ex- 
change to the radio transmission station 
at Ballygomartin, on a hill outside Belfast; 
and sent out on the air to the receiving 
station at Portpatrick, which connects up 
with the long-distance circuits of Great 
Britain and the rest of Europe the nine 
new short-wave circuits. 

The new nine-channel short-wave circuits 
supplement six existing radio circuits and 
act as an addition to the submarine tele- 
eer cables between Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. 


The use of the ultrashort waves of less’ 


than ten metres is of immense advantage, 
because a very large number: of channels 
are available in this-band, and thus avoid- 
ing the already overcrowded _ short, 
medium and long wavebands.. The use of 
these ultra-short wave lengths also permits 
a high degree of directional accuracy at 
low cost, and renders the traffic channels 


ras secret as the ordinary long-distance 


cable circuits already in use. 


AVAILABLE IN FREE STATE 


It was stated by a Post Office 
official that, in the event of a break- 
down in the existing system between 
Dublin and Great Britain, the new 
circuits will be available for the use 
of telephone subscribers in the Irish 
Free State.

Sir Walter Womersley spoke over the 
radio-telephone to Colonel Westbury, 
Regional Director of the Post Office for 
Scotland, in Aberdeen, and also to Vice- 
Admiral Sir Charles Carpendale, C.B., 
Deputy-General of the British Broadcast- 
ing Corporation, in London.’ Newspaper 
men who were present also conducted short 
three-minute conversations over the. radio- 
telephone with London newspaper offices, 
and the messages were heard with perfect 
clearness, 


STORM DAMAGE TO LINES 


Congratulations were conveyed from 
these London newspaper offices to Sir 
Walter Womersley and the Post Office 
telephone staff upon the success of this 
new means of communication, which,’ Sir 
Walter Womersley stated, was the only one 
of its kind in the world. 

Speaking at a subsequent luncheon, Sir 
Walter stated that sheer grit and persever- 
ance had brought the Post Office to the 
efficient state in which it was to-day. The 
United Kingdom was second to none in the 
world in telephone development. 

Incidentally he mentioned that the 
storms of last March had cost the Post 
Office £250,000, of which £60,000—damage 
to telephones and telegraphs—had been 
occasioned in Northern Ireland. 

Mr. G. Spencer, Managing Director ‘of 
Standard Telephones and Cables, Ltd., 
said that the Post Office engineering 
department contemplated the construction 
of eighteen circuits of ultra short-wave 
radio across the English Channel, which, 
he said, would he very beneficial to Great 
Britain.

Splendid Marine Drive Between 
Portmarnock and Malahide 


_. 


A LTHOUGH motorists are already using portion of the new coast road 
linking Portmarnock and Malahide, County Dublin, it is not ex- 
pected that the work of construction and improvement will be completed 


until the beginning of next summer. 


By that time, it rs understood, a sum of something over £30,000 will 
ave been spent in making what already has been. described as “ one of 
the finest marine drives: in the country.” . 


The improvements on the existing road 
began from necessity, but have gpened up 


beauty. Necessity, because the old wind- |, 
ing ten foot wide road was one of the. 


narrowest and most dangerous in County 
Dublin, guarded as it was on one side by 
high banks which completely obstructed all 
view of approaching traffic, and on the 


Other side offering no protection from a 


drop down to the foreshore. 

As motor traffic increased accidents 
became a fairly regular feature of the 
road, and, finally, about the year 1906 
the County Council passed an Order for- 
bidding motor and motor cycle traffic from 
travelling between the Velvet Strand and 
Malahide. Warning notices were placed 
at either end of the road, but these did 
not appear to deter people from seeking 
the splendid view or from taking advan- 
tage of a short cut between th: two seaside 
villages. Prosecutions were frequent at 
the old Swords Petty Sessions, and, in 
more eecent years, at the Swords District 
Court. 


FIVE YEARS’ WORK 


Little improvement was made to the 
road until 1932, when the tourist traffic 
and the number of bathers increased to 
such an extent that it was thought 
necessary in the interests of safety to widen 
the ‘road leading from Portmarnock Post 
Office to the beach. Every year since the. 
the Government has made a grant to the 
County Council for further improvements. 
Until up to this month about £26,000 
has been spent- on the area. 

Although the road is not very long— 
approximately three and a half miles—the 
work has been very costly. The carriage 
way is from 24 to 30 feet in width, and 
the foundations are entiraly new, for the 
greater part of the old road has been re- 
surfaced to provide a fine promenade ex- 
clusively for pedestrians. A number of 
approaches have been opened to give access 
to the sea, and elaborate concrete steps 
have been erected to facilitate bathers. Ia 
addition, portions of the road have been 
widened for “ parking,’’ and it is in- 
tended to enlarge these spaces before the 
work is completed. 

Many of the original features of the old 
road have been preserved in the new; At 
has been laid down in a series of wide 


‘curves in order to keep traffic as close to 


tho sea as possible. The curves present 
no danger to motorists, for all. obstructing 
hedges and banks have been cleared away 
and iron fencing erected, Incidentally, 
it is stated that landowners in the district 
have done everything to facilitate the 
County Council in its work. Some of the 
land was given free, and in all cases the 
compensation sought was very small. 


A CIRCULAR TOUR 


One of the difficulties experienced from 
the engineering point of view was the 
erection of heavy, and costly. sea walls, 
which necessitated taking in of portion of 
the foreshore in order not to spoil the 
alignment of the road. At Malahide a 
long embankment at the north side of the 
hotel was erected, with a concrete sea 
wall. At this point the roadway is 30 
feet wide. Portmarnock bridge had to be 
widened and the tidal gates reconstructed. 

When the road is completed it will open 
a magnificent circular tour to Dublin 
motorists, ‘‘ hikers,’ and cyclists, A con- 
siderable portion of the Baldoyle-Port- 
marnock road already has been recOn- 
structe1l, and it will be possible to drive 
on first-class roads from Raheny, through 
Kilbarrack, Baldoyle, Portmarnock and 
Malahide. 

From Malahide there are three routes 
back to Dublin—four if one diverges to 
Swords. with its castle and round tower. 
Places of interest on the main road include 
St. Dolough’s Church, with some of its 
heterogeneous architecture going back as 
far as the Danes; and the lovely Georgian 
Casino at Marino. The cutting of some 
trees in Malahide to make way for the 
new road, so far from being a defacement, 
has been an improvement, and has opened 
up a charming tree-framed view of 
Lambay. | i 

From the direction of Dublin the first 
of the improvements is at the Velvet 


Strand, that great stretch of fine hard 


sand where in the summer months 
thousands of Dublin children disport 
themselves. The dangerous corner has been 
widened, and access to the sea has been 
made easv by broad stone steps. A 
number of houses, a café and an up-to-date 
hotel, all: built in the. new concrete style, 
have been erected. Further on the

easy, and a fine promenade gives an excel- 
lent view of the island of Lambay, said 
to be one of the finest natural golf courses 
in the country; and at night of the long 
line of lights which twinkle from Sutton 
to Howth Head. 

High tide washes the foot of the cement 
wall, and the road sweeps into Malahide 
past undulating sandbanks, part of the 
former inland golf course. Malahide itself 
is a pleasant suburb of Dublin rather than 
a village. It is wooded up to its houses, 
warm and sheltered, with quickly drying 
subsoil, and the lowest rainfall in Ireland. 


AREA FOR BUILDING 


Apart from providing an excellent run 
for Dubliners and visitors, the construction 


-of the new road has opened up the whole— 


area for building. Water mains have 
already been laid along the road, and all 
that is now needed is a main sewer. 

Local workmen have been employed on 
the scheme from the beginning—all except 
a few “ key ’’ men and skilled tradesmen 
on the rotational system. The materials 
have been obtained locally, with the 
exception of iron fencing ahd cement. In 
addition to the men employed on the road 
many others have obtained employment in 
the quarries. 

The work is being carried out under the 
direction of the County Surveyor, Mr. J. 
A. Ryan, and the plans were prepared by 
the Deputy County Surveyor, Mr. J. 
Smith, who is in charge of the actual 
work. 


NEW FREE STATE 
CONSTITUTION

SUGGESTED WORKING

The current number of The Round Table 
has the following reference to the Free 
State Constitution :— 

It is obvious that the only way in which 
Mr. de Valera can avoid some kind of 
working arrangement, if not a complete 
alliance, with the Labour Party, and thus 
secure a strong Government, is by the 
establishment ot a modus vivendi with Mr. 
Cosgrave’s party, on the basis of loyally 
working the new Constitution, coupled 
with a sincere attempt to settle the 
economic dispute with Great Britain. This 
course was strongly advocated by the 
T'imes, the organ of intelligent, 
patriotic, conservative opinion. 

Unfortunately, the personal and poli- 
tical animosities that are the inheritance 
of the civil war, coupled with Mr. de 
Valera’s stubborn mentality, make such a 
solution virtually impossible. The only 
real way out would seem to be through 
the virtual elimination of the leaders of 
the two principal parties. This could be 
achieved if Mr. de Valera could be elected 
unanimously to the office of new President 
of the State, and if Mr. Cosgrave would 
consent to serve under his successor as 
Prime Minister. a
